Hereditary in his Family, tho’ there appear frequent In- 
{tances among their Annals, that a Governor has been fome- 
times publicly depofed, and fometimes privately made away 
with, for deviating from the eftablifh’d Laws and Conititu- 
tions he had fworn to obferve, and the Office transferr'd 
into another Family. Thefe uffociated Britons were fo 
exceedingly careful of the Liberties of their Community, 
that they carried their Zeal for it often into Licentioufnels ; 
infomuch, that they chopt off the Head of one of their 
Governors upon a public Scaffold : But this was in a ‘Time 
of public Confufion, when certain Enthufiafs had got at 
the Head of the Society, and the reft of them were fo 
afham’d of th 
Years for it, and bound the murderous Hands of the Ex- 


e horrid Deed, that they mourn’d fora hundred 


tbhwfafis in Chains of Adamant, refolving never to let them 


loofe again for Fear of the like Calamity, as they were a 
reftlefs, bloody-minded People, and yet committed all their 
Exceffes in the Name of the Lord: 1 find they made a great 
many Attempts to be reftor’d, but fail’d of their Purpole, 
even in the Time of greatef? Corruption, This Governor, 
however, was not a faultlefS Perfon, but had irritated the 
Minds of the People, after the Example of a weak Fathe 

by continually ringing in their Ears, in a haughty Tone, 
the Word Prerogative, which the whole Family was fo 
exceedingly fond of, that one of the Goverzors of that 
Race chus'd rather to Abdicate his Government than forbear 
that favourite Word ; whereupon the Community transferr’d 
the Office into another Branch of the Family, arifing from 
the Female, es they look’d upon it to be the fureft Side, 
in Oppofition to cne who fet up his Pretenfions from the 
Male Side. ‘This new Family govern'd long, and were 
fo very tender of pleafing the Community, that the Word 
Prerogative fubfided, and became almoft abforb'd in that of 
Privilege. 

The Court of Direécrs was compos'd of fuch as had an 
Hereditary Right to fit and fleep there, and of fuch whofe 
turbulent Virtues in the General Court, induc’d the Governar 
to filence, by calling them up from thence into that Dignity, 
where it was obfervable, they foon became in/ignificanthy com- 
pos'd. It was in its Inftitution ayery auguit and flable Aflem- 
bly, but, as moft Hereditary Dignities are variable, it fluc- 
tuated in its Reputation, for the Son kept not always up to 
the Merit of the Father; which occafion’d a Saying among 
them, that it was evident a wife Man might beget a Fool ; 
and yet, taking them all together, they fupported them- 
felves in great State and Power: As they were very appre 





henjive of the Influence of ill Tongues, they pafs'd a Rega- 
lation, that they fhould be never mentioned without a Com- 
pliment ; and to induce the Tavelve Sages of the Order of 
Fours to put this Regulation in Force, they included them 
in it, and fo made it their Intereft to fupport it. 

The Conftitution of the Geveral Court was originally, 
that it fhould confift of a certain Number of the befi and 
wifeft among the Commonalty, without any Regard ¢ 
their Wealth ; infomuch, that we find thele Deputie 5 often 
maintain’d at the Public Charge, and regulated in their 
Conduét by thofe that fent them into the Genera! Court. 
Tho’, in thefe primitive Times, the Affairs of the Commu- 
nity were very regularly and frugally manag’, yct it wa 
obferv'd, that the Deputies feldom accepted of their Charge 
without Reluétance, as the Public greatly interfer'd with 
their private Concerns 5 fo that inflead of the Wifelt they 
eleéted the Wealthieft for their Deputies, and in thefe they 
thought they found their Account, as they not only eas‘d 
them of the Expence of Maintenance, but became fo very 
duétile as to crouch patiently to receive the Burden under 
which their refty Predeceffors winch’d; nay, were fo very 
obliging as to cap, bow, cringe, court, biigue for, and 
even make Prefents to obtain the onerous Service of the 
Community, and lik'd their Attendance fo very well, that, 
far from thinking it painful, they generou/ly, without con- 
fulting their Principals, protraéted the Time of thcir Ses vi- 
tude from one fingle Space of Time, firlt to three, and then 
to feven Spaces of Time, no doubt for very good Reafins ;

felves to the Expence of bargaining for their public Ca/a- 
cities : The Modefty of the famous Conqueror of Flanders 
could hardly have been more offended at hearing his own 
Praife fung by the Opera Girl, at his own Procurement, 
on the public ‘Theatre, than thefe virtuous De/uties were 
as often as any thing of their Patriot Expences were infi- 
nuated ; infomuch, that they never ceas'd till they brought 
the unwary Panegyrift to recant, by a Lic upon his Knees, 
the ofienfive Truths he had incautioufly utter'd. Such was 
the laudable Self-Denial of the General Court.

PORTUGAL. 


Lifton, Nov. 4. 'To look upon the State of Affairs here 
at prefent, a Man might very well fay, that Lifbon was 
become the Seat of a kind of Congreis, where Capital 
Negociations are carrying on. He might add, that itis at 
the fame Time the moit impartial Places in Europe, it 
being a conitant Maxim with the King, that he will not 
meddle with thefe litigious Affairs, which have kindled the 

refent War, but full keep up, with all the principal 

‘owers, the neceflary Treaties tor fecuring the Commerce 
and a of his Subjeéts. As tc the foreign Miniiters 
here, we know there are Viiits between them, and that is 
all we can tell certainly of the Matter. ‘The Servant which 
M. Caftres fent away a Fortnight ago, came back \ etlerday, 
and has brought feveral Letters to that Coniul, iome of 
which, we hear, are writen from Cadiz; but of their 
Contents the Public has not yet been inform’d. 

iT A L.-Y. 

From the General Quarters at Nice, Nov. 18. Count 
Brown being arrived here on the 12th, had on the 13th, 
a Conference with the King, in whic) he communicated 
to his Majetty the Plan tnat had been refolv’d i the In- 
vafion of Provence, and according to which, the Army 
will pafs the Varo in fix Columns, the firft of which will 
advance by the Way of Upper Provence, wiiile the rett 
march towards Antubes. ‘The 14th, General Brown went 
to reconnoitre the Banks of the Varo, from our Lady de 
Limes to Falifeon and Alpremont. ‘The 15th, upon Ad- 
vice, that the French were retired into the Heart of Pro- 
vence, and that the Spaniards were about Aix, fix Com- 
panies of Grenadiers, Auitrians, and Piedmontefe, were 
fent over the Varo: The 16th, we fent over fix Companies 
more, and fevenonthe17th. Part of thefe Troops forded 
the River, and the reft got over in Boats. ‘They are en- 
trench'd upon the Right of the Varo, where they are to 
cover the Workmen while they throw over the Bridges. 

EOW COU N ERLE S. 

Bruffels, Dee. 5. ‘The 1 inflant, a Courier pafs'd thro? 
this City for Breda, petting with all Diligence for Ver- 
failles, and charg’d with Diipatches from the Marquis de 
Puyfieux Weare affured, that the Return of this Con 
rier is to decide the Succefs of the Conferences of Pacifica- 
tion. General Trips, who continues at ‘Tongres, has 
forbid fome neighbouring Abbies, and the Inhabitants four 
Leagues round, to furnith any Forage to the French Troops, 
or fend any to their Magazines, under Pain of Punifliment 
by Fire or Sword. We continue, however, to ettablifh 
new Maguzines at Louvain, and ia the Places near it 

According to the Advices from Liege. a rich Jew has 
taken upon ium to provide for the Subfiftance of the Auf- 
trian ‘Troops, in their Winter-Quarters ; but upon Condi- 
tion that he fhall be paid for them monthly out of the 
Cheft which contains the Subfidies of Great Britain. Seve- 
ral Perfons arrived from Maeftricht and the neighbouring 
Places, report, that all the neceflary Difpofitions are making 
there to fecure the Place from any Infult, and have read; 
to throw into it, in cafe of Neceffity, a Succour of 8 or 
gco> Men, partly from the Duchy of Limburgh, and 

rtly fiom the Neighbourhood of Ruremonde. But no 
Diipettions are yet making, either in Flanders or Brabant, 
that indicate a Winter Campaign ; and the Return of M 
Saxe, which was given out asa Thing juft at Eland, appears 
now to be defer:'d fomewhat longer. 

The Marquis de Firmacon fet out Yefterday to go and 
refide at Namur, where he is tocontinue the Winter under 
Count Lowendahl, who commands there. The Duke de 
Bouteville, Commandant in Bruffels, has caufed feveral 
Perfons to be taken up, on Sufpicion of their holding a 
Correfpondence with the Enemy. M. Moreau deSeche'les 
is fpeedily expected back here, and we talk of an Ordo- 
nance, which is to appear after his Arrival, requiring all 
the Lords and other Perfons, whoare im the Service of the 
Houfe of Auttria, and poffets Ettates in the Low Countries, 
to return within a limited Time, under Pain of Confifca- 
tion of cheir i ficcts.

On the 20th inftant his 
Majefty’s Ship the Namur chafed into the Squadron under 
the Command of Vice-Admiral Anfon, the Mereury, for- 
merly a French Ship of War of 58 Guas, but then ferving 
as an Hofpital Ship to the French Squadron lately com- 
manded by the Duke d’Anville ; the left Chibottou in Aca- 
dia the 23d of Oétober, with the Remains of that Squa- 
dron, confifting of fix Sail of the Line, feveral Frigates, 
and between 30 and 40 Merchantmen. 

On the ith inftant his Majefty’s Ship the Portland took 
-3 Leagues W.S.W. from Ufhant, the French Frigate 
Subtile, of 28 Guns, 194 Men, and has brought her into 
‘Torbay. She had been 18 Days from Brett, and was re- 
turning thither, without having taken any Thing.

They write from Mantua, that the military Preparations 
both in the Auftrian and Piedimontefe Dominicns, are ™ 
fome Meafure greater and more extenfive than at any Time 
fince the Commencement of the War, which is attributed 
to the Refolutions thofe Courts have taken of attempting 
two other Expeditions immediately after their Forces have 
taken Poft in Provence ; the firft under Prince Lichtenftein, 
for the Conqueft of the Kingdom of Naples; the latter 
under Baron Leutrum, for the Recovery of the Duchy of 
Savoy. It is alledged, that thefe three Expeditions will 
facilitate each other, by obliging the Spaniards to lay afide 
all ‘Thoughts of affifting the French, that they may be the 
better able to cover Savoy, and to protect the Two Sicilies.

By Advices from Paris we ate inform'd, that Things are 
fn a very unfettled State there. ‘The Supplies are to be 
raifed at laft by Annuities of 1,500,000 Livres, on the 
free Gifs of the Clergy, and other fettled Funds, which 
will produce (if they can find Subfcribers) thirty Millions ; 
but the Court is fo diflatisfy’d with the Succeflor of M. 
Orry, and fo clear in his Want of Abilities, that there 
feems to be no Doubt of his being turned out. Marfhal 
Saxe affects being very angry at Mademoifelle Chevalier’s 
taking the Liberty to interrupt the Opera, to perform a
